Strange sighting 
in the evening sky 

1 AM writing to ascertain whether any UFOs were sighted over Fare- 
ham on Friday November 15 at approximately 4.15pm. 

[ have told friends about it and have had the mickey taken out of me 
constantly since.

Confusion at

AN UNIDENTIFIED flying object has been 
captured on film by an amateur 
cameraman. 

Weetabix worker Cliff Linnell spotted

Mr Linnell, 45. of the Lodge Park estate, 
said: “1 first saw it as I locked up my 
pigeon loft for the night. It was a bright 
cylinder of light, cigar or saucer-shaped, 
hovering in the sky. 

"I couldn’t believe it. At first I Just 
stared at it. Then I went for my video 
camera and binoculars." 

Mr Linnell telephoned the police shortly 
after be spotted the object at about llpm 
last Wednesday and was told an officer and 
another person had also reported seeing 
the object.

A man who woke up to see two 
strange lights daning around in 
the sky believes he has seen a 
UFO. 

Supermarket manager Derek 
Hunt. 27, claimed to have spot¬ 
ted the lights when he got out of 
bed yesterday at about 6.20am. 

He said they were in the sky to 
north of his house in Quedgeley. 
moving at high speed towards 
the east. 

Mr Hunt said: "At first I 
thought they were either satel¬ 
lites or shooting stars. I realised 
they were not when the top one 
began moving up and down. 

"The bottom one dipped and 
rose less erratically. 

"There were several puffy 
clouds and 1 noticed when the 
lights passed under one the glow 
from them reflected in the cloud. 

•"An aircraft isn’t capable of 
moving that quickly. 

“I believe the lights I saw were 
the underside of something larg¬ 
er." 

Mr Hunt said he watched the 
lights for about three to five sec¬ 
onds then saw them again at 
ibout 6.55am.
